DEATH.

SKIDDING CAR ON GREASY 


ROAD. 


An inquest was held on General Sir George 
Montague Harper-on Saturday afternoon at 
Sherborne Castle. | 

Lady Harper, whose right arm was frae- 
tured, said that on Friday morning her hus- 
band and herself were proceeding from Salis- 
bury to Brentford Abbas. They were cross- 
ing Silver Lake Farm, midway between Brad- 
ford Abbas and Sherborne, when the car 
skidded several. tithes. Her husband tried to 


‘right the car by turning it into a little bank. 


She did not know what really happened after 
al driver. 

Questioned about the pace at which the 
car was going, Lady Harper said that her 
husband and herself were talking in just the 
ordinary way, and her husband was not 
driving fast. He had driven the same car, 
which was an Austin touring car, for over 
two years. | 

The.-Coroner—Did he make any remark 
when the car turned over? : 
Lady Harper—No; he made no remark 
whatever. I think he must have been killed 
on the spot. 
Evidence was given by two labourers who 
were working mear the spot, and who saw the 
ear turn over. They expressed the opinion 
that the car was not going very fast when 
they saw it,’ but they admitted that the- road 
had been made greasy by the passing of cattle 
and sheep over it. ‘hey were unable to 
taise the car, and had to get horses to get 
it back into its proper position, It had 
turned turtle. . 
Police evidence showed that from the spot 
where it appeared to have skidded to where 
the car actually turned over was fifty feet. 
The car ran off the road on to the bank 
down a slight slope and turned. 
Medical evidence was given to the effect 
that General Harper’s skull was fractured, 
and that this was the cause of death. 
The Coroner, in summing up, said that 
he was of opinion that the rear wheel of the 
car must have had a good deal to do with 
the skid, and that also the soil and manure 
on the road were contributory causes. He 
returned a verdict to the effect. that the 
General died from fracture of the skull, 
caused by the car overturning, and this was 
due to an accidental cause.

Death has taken in Lord Marcus Beresford 
a charming personality, a singularly 
courteous gentleman and a born sportsman. 
He had that rare gift—shall we call it gift, 
men to all who come 
in contact with them. All classes felt and 
answered to its spell—his servants no less than 
his equals. And among the many who regret 
his death none have expressed themselves with 
trier feeling than his personal attendants. 
To them he represented that fine flower of 
consideration which springs only in a gentle 
heart. 

Born on Christmas Day of 1848, Lord 
Marcus would have been 74 years of age on 
Monday next. 

Fourth son of the fourth Marquis'of Water- 
ford, he had as brothers the fifth Marquis of 
Waterford, Lord William, and Lord les 
Beresford (afterwards Lord Beresford), the 
well-known Admiral. 

He passed from Harrow to the 7th Hussars, 
and soon was known as an accomplished 
horseman. In his younger days he was among 
the foremost of cross-country riders. Sport 


was with him a passion—at once a fre- 
laxation and . @ serious business ; 
for his . very heart was in it. 


He spent two years as atde-de-camp to the 
Duke of Abercorn when the Duke was Lord 
Lieutenant . of Ireland—1874-76—and was 
popular then, both in the Irish hunting fieid 
and on the Turf. ae “di 

Those who were qualified to form a sound 
opinion spoke of him as “‘ an unrivalled judge 
of horseflesh.”” In England he attained a fore- 
most rank in the great world of sport. From 
1885 till 1890 he was starter for the — 
Club. He had acted frequently as Steward, 
and was a member of the National Hunt 
Committee. He resigned the post as starter 
to take up the management of the late King 
Edward’s stud—manager of the Kings 


thoroughbreds, 
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Lord Marcus bad a lively humour and 
happy wit ;and it is said that when he took 
over the late King’s horses they were but a 
moderate lot. ‘‘ Well; what do you think 
of them,” asked the King, ‘‘and what would 
you do with them if they were yours?” 
‘‘Shoot most of them,” said Lord Marcus, 
te. which the. King replied: ‘‘ Then, | shoot 
them by. all means.” So Lord Marcus had 
a free hand, and the late King’s colours 
benetited,. Once, at a dinner party, where 
an eminent personage was present, an officer, 
who had dined and wined too well, became 
demonstrative. The distinguished persona 
inquired his name. The name was given, mY 
with a touch of pleasantry, Lord Marcas saved 
the situation :—‘‘ He has seen service, sir. 
“ What sort of service!” ‘‘ Dinner service, 
sir!’’ And so, good humour was restored, and 
all was well. : ' 

Lord Marcus took a constant pride in the 
King’s horses. Their welfare was his life. 
His, skill in judgment and his. painful core 
were well rewarded ; for victory sat frequently 
upon the Royal colours. Lord Marcus married 
in. 1895 Louisa Catherine, eldest daughter of 
the late Major-General C. W. Ridley, €.B.. 
who died in 1920. His own death leaves a gap 
in sporting and in social life. ae

-GERMANY’S NEW PLEDGE 


KRUPP’S BEHIND THE 
GOVERNMENT.

An interesting development in the conflict 
between, the reparations standpoint of two im- 
portant groups of German industrialists is the 
emergence of Krupp’s concern as leader of a 
group which is in opposition to the Stinnes. 
Jt is ready to support the new German Go- 
vernment in its effort to secure a temporary 
settlement of the reparations problem. Herr 
Hugo Stinnes still opposes the Government, 
maintaining that a private understanding and 
arrangement between German and French in- 
dustrialists must precede an arrangement be- 
tween the Governments, whereas the Krupp
